City Policeman Shot Down 
Assisting County Deputy 


Herman Driggers 
Killed Instantly 
By Blast 


Herman Driggers, 
Assistant Police Chief, re~ 
cognized as one of the best 
police officers in the state, 


was shot and killed last- 


Wednesday night about 6:30 
when he accompanied a 
Coffee County Deputy 
Sheriff, D, B, Atkinson, to 
serve a peace warrant a~ 
gainst Allen Devine. The 


shooting took place after’ 


Devine’s father, D, O, De~ 
vine, had taken out a war~ 
rant against his son. The 
elder Devine told Driggers 
and Atkinson he had been 
beaten by his son. The two 
officers went to the home, 
located in northwest Elba, 
to make the arrest. 

Driggers, who was 
struck by a shotgun charge, 
was killed instantly. Atkin- 
60n was shot three times, 

Officers report that 
when the two officers ap- 
proached the house, De- 
vine stood inside adarken- 
ed door. When the officers 
stepped from their car, 
perfect targets for Devine, 
he shot Driggers moments 
after he stepped from the 
car in front of the house. 
He opened fire on Atkin- 
son who had gottén out of 
the car from the driver’s 
side and was coming around 
the car when he received 
his first shot in his right 
hand. He went to the side 
of the house and Devine is 
reported as going to a 
double window shooting At- 
kinson twice there. Both 
hands were shot and he re- 
ceived other shotsfrom the 
waist down. Devine is re- 
ported to have fired from 
five to seven times with 
a 12-gauge automatic shot- 
gun. He stood inside the 
house which was dark at 
that time of the evening, 
but it was still light enough 
to see the officers clearly 
from inside the house as 
they arrived, 

Atkinson managed to re- 
turn fire but since he could 
not see Devine none of his 
shots found their mark. 

Driggers was a very 
popular officer. He had 
served on the Elba police 
force for seven years, 

Sheriff H, D, Tillman, 
who went to the home and 
arrested Devine, said 
charges of first degree 
murder and assault with in- 
tent to murder have been 
filed against Devine incon

Proper adjustments of 
the moistener pad, the dof~ 
fers, the pressure plate and 
plant lifters are esential 
to good harvesting. Care- 
ful operation in the field 
means more and better cot- 
ton picked per day. Good 
maintenance- including 
machine cleanliness-~ 
means better grades and 
greater picker efficiency. 

The results of proper 
adjustment, machine Op- 
eration and maintenance 
are; Better grades, less 
down time, lower service 
cost, lower cost per bale, 
higher picking efficiency, 
increases life of cotton 
picker, and less danger 
of fiber quality damage,

Trailers 


Cotton trailers, large 
enough and in good con- 
dition, can make several 
dollars a bale for you, 

These suggestions are 
offered as a guide for get- 
ting trailers ready for the 
harvesting season: 

1. The trailers should 
be at least three-bale in 
size (750 cubic feet), Five- 
bale trailers may be even 
better. 

2. The height should be 
right for the dumping height 
of the picker basket, 

3. There should be no 
nails, scrap metal, etc., 
which may be picked up 
by the gin suction, 

4. Sides should be mesh, 
slatted or perforated and 
front ends should be solid, 

5. Provide at least e~ 
nough trailers to hold one 
day s harvest. More than 
this may be desirable for 
your conditions,

Murder 


Trial 
U nderway 


The Ben Mathis trial 
got underway in Enterprise 
Monday morning. Most of 
the morning was spent in 
the examination of pro- 
spective jurors. Mathis is 
charged with two murders, 
but is being tried on only 
one. He is charged with 
killing Mr. and Mrs. 
Edward Morgan of Enter- 
prise and is being tried at 
this term of Coffee County 
Circuit Court only on the 
charge of murdering Mr. 
Morgan. 

An all-white jury was 
empanelled Monday by 
Judge Eris Paul. During 
the questioning defense 
lawyers queried the 
veniremen as to their ac- 
quaintance with the Mor- 
gans, and theeffects of wide 
publicity given the case. 
The state attorneys direct- 
ed their questions to occu- 
pation, place and length of 
residence inCoffee County, 
and willingness to impose 
the death penalty on cir- 
cumstantial evidence, 

The eight Negro venire-~ 
men were eliminated, Four 
Said flatly they believed the 
defendant guilty; one 
claimed exemption as a 
school teacher. One said he 
is opposed to _ capital 
punishment under any 
cumstances and one said he 
would not votre for the death 
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Bob Folsom defeated 
Mace Cook by 21 votes in 
Tuesday’s run-off Demo- 
cratic primary for council- 
man for Ward No. 3. In the 
first primary Cook led the 
ticket with 42 votes over 
Folsom but did not receive 
a majority vote over his 
two opponents. Buddy 
Brunson was a candidate 
for councilman Ward No, 3 
and was eliminated in the 
first primary. Folsom re-~ 
ceived 339 votes, Cook 318 
in the run-off Tuesday. 

Less than half the qual- 
ified voters of Elba par- 
ticipated in the election 
Tuesday. Only 657 ballots 
were cast of approximately 
1,500 who are qualified to 
vote in the city. 

This was the third time 
Folsom has offered him- 
self as a candidate in the 
city election. He is con- 
sidered as a seasoned pol- 
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itician and was probably 
elected because it was be- 
lieved that he knew where, 
how and when, from astate 
level, for the benefit of 
the city. This was Cook’s 
first time to participate in 
any election as a candidate, 

Until the last few days 
there was little interest 
shown in the run-off elec- 
tion. Apparently some vot- 
ers might have been a- 
gainst Cook because of his 
interest in the Elba Coun- 
try Club, but since both 
Cook and Folsom are mem- 
bers of the Country Club 
and both participate in the 
activities of the club that 
Was not an issue, Appar- 
ently some voters were 
against Cook because his 
work takes him to Fort 
Rucker, though he makes 
his home in Elba and spends 
a great deal of time par- 
ticipating in the activities 


of Elba affairs. 

Both Folsom and Cook 
are natives of Elba and both 
are vitally interested inthe 
welfare of the city, Voters 
believed that Folsom had 
the time and the ability to 
look after the affairs of 
the city, as a whole, as 
well as of his own Ward, 

Many voters would not 
vote because they could 
not decide between the two 
men, who are neighbors 
on Enterprise Road, 

Apparently both candi- 
dates are well liked froma 
personal standpoint, in 
personality and in ability. 

The election Tuesday 


completes the city officials § 


for the next four years.
